Shareholders of the East Berlin 
Railroad company will meet in East 
Berlin on April 29 at 7 p. rn 
for 
the purpose of acting on the recom ­ 
m endation of the board of directors 
th a t the company be dissolved. 
Should the shareholders accept 
the recommendation, an application 
will be made to the Public Utility 
commission for permission to cease 
operations of the railroad 
T he East Berlin railroad, one of 
the shortest in the state, received its 
original charter in 1876. T here was 
a re-organization of the com pany in 
1015, but it continued to operate u n ­ 
der 
the 
provisions 
of 
the 
first 
charter. 
At first passengers were carried 
on the eight-m ile line from E ast 
Berlin to Berlin Junction, near New 
Oxford, but with the establishm ent 
of a bus line for that section of 
Adams county, the passenger serv­ 
ice was stopped and since th a t time 
only freight has been handled. 
The railroad is still in operation. 
Its train makes about two or three 
trips over the route each week pick­ 
ing up freight. 
If the dissolution of the line is 
approved the company intends to of­ 
fer its equipment for sale, an of­ 
ficer stated today. 
Daniel E. B randt is president of 
the railroad, with Dr Eugene Elgin 
as vice president, and William P. , 
Baker, secretary-treasurer. All are 
residents of East Berlin.

So far as is known he is the first citizen of Gettys­ 
burg ever to reach the age of IOO years.

T hat he continues to keep busy 
up to the century m ark was proved 
by tile fact th a t when the Times I 
reporter visited his home one after- 1 
noon this week he found Majoi 
Gilbert at work at his desk writing 1 
letters and m ailing out checks to 
cover bills received at the first of 
the m onth. 
He wrote in a strong. I 
clear hand. 
He enjoys occasional automobile • 
rides and soon will spend hours on 
the wide front porch of his home, 
moving from his sunny bay window 
seat where he spends hours w atch­ 
ing 
friends 
pass 
and 
waving a 
cheery 
greeting—and 
no 
doubt 
spending much tim e reviewing with 
a clear memory tile eventful years 
of his long life. 
His legs are “not so good" and 
prevent him from walking up­ 
town as he did until the Last 
few years. 
Danger of falling 
prompted the removal of his 
bed from the second to the first 
floor of his home several weeks 
ago. 
Until that time he had 
climbed the stairs each evening 
about 9 o'clock and returned to 
the first 
floor shortly before 
noon the next day. 
He always 
sleeps soundly. 
He enjoys chats w ith friends who 
call frequently upon him and his 
only daughter. Miss K ate Gilbert, 
who resides w ith her father, 
“I don’t feel a bit older at IOO, 
than I did IO years ago,” Major 
Gilbert observed and recalled that 1 
fewr days in his life found him con- j 
fined to bed by illness. “About the ; 
longest time I ever was confined 
to bed was while I w'as in the army 
and received a heel injury while 
marching. I was in the hospital for 
about three or four days but th at 
was the only tune I was a patient 
during the m ore th an four years I 
served in the arm y.” 
“You know', the first time I tried 
to enlist in th e arm y, the surgeon 
rejected me- -said I had only one 
lung 
and 
that 
I 
wasn’t strong 
enough for arm y life. 
I insisted on 
joining so they finally took me," 
Major G ilbert recalled. 
For more 
than IO years he has been the only 
survivor of his com pany in the 87th 
regiment of the Pennsylvania Vol- | 
unteer Infantry. 


soon he weighed 160 pounds, thriv­ 
ing on the rigors of arm y life. 
He has for years been the only 
.survivor of the “old Gettysburg In ­ 
dependent Blues" who enlisted for 
three m onths at the outbreak of the 
war when Lincoln issued his first 
call for volunteers. When that period 
ended he re-enli.sted in Company F 
of the 87th Pennsylvania regiment 
under Colonel C. H. Buehler of G et­ 
tysburg for a term of three years. 
After about 15 m onths with that 
unit, he was Transferred to the com­ 
missary departm ent at W ashington 
in which he remained until Novem­ 
ber, 1365. when lie was honorably 
discharged. While in W ashington, he 
was commissioned by President Lin­ 
coln as a captain and now holds a 
commission as brevet m ajor “for

and 
meritorious 
service 
from President Johnson. 
M ajor Gilbert recalls having 
seen President Lincoln almost 
daily, while he was stationed iii 
the national capital.

Harrisburg, April 5 (AP) — Con­ 
servation of natural gas as a m eans 
of protecting Pennsylvania's stake 
in its natural resources, and the in ­ 
dustry was urged today by a repub­ 
lican assemblyman from the gas 
fields. 
Rep. E. K ent Kane (R-M cKean) 
sponsored a bill to “establish a sys­ 
tem for regulating the reasonable 
removal of gas” by the Departm ent 
of Internal Affairs.

ROME-BERLIN 
AXIS LEADS IN 
AIR STRENGTH

(AP) — 
Europe's new "stop Hitler" lineup 
unites imposing land and sea forces 
but in the air, American experts 
said today, the most authoritative 
figures give the Rome-Berlin axis 
superiority. 
Further, in the num ber of troops 
actually under arm s, G erm any and 
Italy together are shown by official 
reports to possess greater Immediate 
striking power. 
It is in trained reserves, naval 
might, and resources for a long 
struggle th a t an alliance of G reat 
B ritain, France and Poland appears 
to some experts to be better equip­ 
ped—excluding 
the 
possibility of 
aid from Soviet Russia, Rum ania 
or other nations. 
Because of tile aerial arm adas of 
Germ any 
and 
Italy, 
Paris 
and 
London would be in effect '‘host­ 
ages,’’ subject to the peril of de­ 
struction in the event of war, in the 
view of M ajor G eneral George H 
Lynch, American chief of infantry.
